The advertisement appeared in 
the same paper for six issues fol¬ 
lowing, but ere twenty-four hours 
had passed the news had spread all 
over Paris, and the excitement 
created thereby was spontaneous 
and unprecedented.

The death of Pierre Boillard had 
removed from the capital of
